The Careless Pedestrian 


"It is my observation," says an automobilist who considers 


himself a careful driver, "that pedestrians are much more 
careless than drivers, and more responsible for accidents. 


'They take chances that few drivers would ever take. They 


dart across a street or road at any place and any moment, re- 
gardless of the traffic, and often without-looking either way. 
Of two or three people walking together, whom the driver 
naturally assumes-to be moving as a unit, one is pretty sure 
either to dart across or hold hack, so that the driver doesn't 
know what to do. 


"They string across the street at established-crossings re- 


gardless of traffic signals. It is annoying for them, of course, 
to be held up for minutes at a time by a stream of passing cars, 
and at such times drivers are often inconsiderate. On the 
other hand, at crossings where they -are given their turn, they 
often start across en masses just when the policeman gives the 
signal to motor traffic to go ahead, thus endangering their 
lives or holding up the drivers and making them lose their 
turn. The drivers have to obey the signals. 


To be sure, the odds are usually against the pedestrian, be- 


cause the automobile can always do more harm to him than 
he can do to the automobile. ,But there is altogether too 
much blaming- of drivers for accidents. If the average driver 
were as careless of his own safety and as regardless of traffic 
rules as the average pedestrian, there would be a dreadful 
slaughter every day." 


There is undoubtedly a good deal in\this view. It takes both 


classes to make the streets and highways safe. Perhaps condi- 
tions will improve with the multiplication of cars. Eventually 
almost everybody will have a car, and be both motorist and 
pedestrian, and understand both sides.

A Stronger Race 


The muscularity of the Middle Ages must have been exag- 


gerated. The head of a big art museum says that whenever 
someone is needed to put on a suit of medieval armor, he calls 
in an office boy. The head of another art museum which has 
been accumulating a fine armor exhibit, estimates, from the 
evidence of the armor itself, that the old knights averaged 
about 130 pounds in weight 


One particularly fine suit of armor worn by a doughty Ger- 


man of the sixteenth century, used for "tournaments and 
dented all over by hard blows, shows that the owner had a 
waist lie of 30 inches and a calf 13 inches, and a foot calling 
for a No. 6 modern shoe. 


Very likely the average present day American, given equal 


training would be more than a match for those knights. He 
would certainly have the advantage in size and weight. 


It is probable, too, that our present day pugilists are mightier 


than those old-Greek and Roman bruisers written about by 
Homer and Virgil. 


The race is not decadent. It grows bigger and stronger,

Xovembor revealan increase of 30S mil- 
lion, trillions of paper marks in Its 
holdings of private checks and drafts 
which odly enough aro almost offset 
by an almost equal amount of newly 
floated currency, although the bank's 
communique intimates that the latter 
was chiefly occasioned through the 
enforced absorption of emergency cur- 
rency oil municipal or private origin.
